EDITORIAL

under the veil of a serene sky, are 
what most have been waiting for. But 
for the successful grade thirteen stu- 
dent the end of his high school career 
marks the beginning of his struggle 
against the outside world. The Ed- 
munds of the world stand in wait for 
him thinking that he is easy prey. He 
must beware. He finds himself in the 
middle of a great “plaza” with roads 
radiating to the length and breadth 
of the earth. One of these roads he 
must follow. 

During this past year all have tried 
to accomplish something. Some have 
striven to suceed in grade thirteen 
simply for the satisfaction of knowing 
that they could do it. Others have felt 
that grade thirteen would broaden 
their mental veiwpoint on various 
matters and so they too went through 
the “ordeal”. Still others took it simply 
because there wasn’t anything better 
to do. Whatever the reasons were, all 
must agree that this past year has 
done more for us than any of the 
previous twelve. We were treated as 
prospective adults. We were given a 
taste of responsibility and a chance to 
see whether we were ready to face life 
on our own, or if we still need some- 
one to push us constantly. 

We sought to develop into what we 
were expected to be. We wanted to 
fulfil our desires and those of our 
parents, relatives and friends. We 
glanced at every possible field avail- 
able to us and decided which one we 
were made for. 


Unfortunately some may still be 
doubtful as to what road they should 
take. But despair must never beseige 
us. We must never stop searching for 
our purpose in life. We all do have 
one, only sometimes finding it is a 
very difficult task. If our doubts do 
stop us, we are dead. 

If we have searched fervently for 
our objective, no doubt we have stum- 
bled on it, and if we haven’t come to it 
yet we will eventually. When we have 
found it we must pursue it with 
vigour. 

However, our thirst for knowledge 
must never be quenched. We must 
not satisfy ourselves with the bare 
minimum. We must go on and we 
must not yield. There is so much to 
do, so much to learn, so many new 
things to see, and so little time to do 
it all in. Only a fraction of our ex- 
istence has HE allotted to each of us 
for these, our earthly pleasures. 

We will look back on these days 
and we will see our struggles, our 
defeats, and our victories. We will re- 
call our delights and our satisfactions. 
That is what grade thirteen is made of. 

I will remember the days of discus- 
sions that brought us to the brink 
of armed rebellion in our English 
classes. I will remember the disagree- 
ments with a certain member of our 
class over questions of materialism. I 
will remember that hour a few of us 
spent arguing the pros and cons about 
everything from girls who enjoy being 
told what to do by men, to the problem 
of immigration into Canada. I will re- 
member trying to keep awake during 
that first period after having “studied” 
to the stroke of twelve and far beyond 
it the night before. So many memories 
are going to be locked up at Kennedy 
for me. 

I suppose to some I may sound 
terribly trite. But I am _ convinced 
that no matter what words you may 
utter, your feelings cannot be far from 
mine. You too must feel as if you have 
lost an old friend, one that you can 
never hope to encounter again for the 
rest of your life. 

Now that grade thirteen has come 
to a close, a stage in our lives has 
ended with it. We are free to shape 
our futures. For years we have wanted 
freedom and responsibility, but now 
that we have it there is something 
frightening about it. We aren’t in 
“God’s hands”; we are in our own 
hands. Someone once told me that if I 
want to be successful in life I must 
learn “to strive, to seek, to find, and 
not to yield.” We can’t expect some- 
thing for nothing because just as 
Lear found out “Nothing will come 
of nothing.”

The need 
for talented, educated young people 
was never so great in our Canadian 
history.

Is bound in shallows and miseries.”
